Of  course,  like  all  of  our  other 
specimens,  a  personal  examina¬ 
tion  is  necessary  to  gain  a  proper 
conception  of  their  beauty  and 
color.  The  Japanese  Yews  have 
grown  very  quickly  in  favor  for 
rich  plantings.  Used  around  the 
residence,  with  low  growing  Ever¬ 
greens;  for  massing  in  the  garden, 
or  as  individual  specimens,  noth¬ 
ing  equals  them.  This  Evergreen

But  to  attain  our  high  standard,  to  grow  and  deliver  disease-free 
stock,  we  must  stand  on  sentry  duty  every  day  in  the  year  in  a  never- 
ending  war  against  hordes  of  destructive  pests  that  swarm  in  air, 
in  soil  and  in  infected  stock  outside  of  our  own  grounds. 

We  must  know  how  to  fight  each  one  and  do  it  successfully.

color,  combined  with  hardiness, 
makes  it  the  most  frequently 
called  for.  It  lives  to  a  great 
age.  This  may  be  the  reason  for 
its  peculiar  name. 

Its  branchlets  are  scale-like 
and  lacy,  and  are  arranged  some¬ 
thing  like  fern  leaves  in  flat, 
overlapping  sprays.  The  odor  is 
attractively  aromatic.  Its  sym¬ 
metry  is  one  of  its  attractive 
features.  These  Evergreens  re¬ 
quire  but  little  shearing  to  keep 
them  in  perfect  form.  Being  vig- 
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orous  in  growth  they  can  be  cut  back  easily  and  sheared  to  form 
hedges  for  formal  shapes.  Its  slender  pyramidal  form,  with  a  broad 
base,  makes  a  beautiful  perspective  when  planted  in  rows.  Its  bronzy 
Winter  coloring  is  one  of  its  attractive  features.  For  decorative  pur¬ 
poses  it  is  valuable  in  tubs  or  urns. 

As  a  rule,  formal  gardens  are  not  considered  complete  or  ever 
planned  without  providing  for  a  large  percentage  of  this  Evergreen. 


Andromeda  Japonica 

(Pieris  Japonica) 

This  is  one  of  the  broad-leaved  Evergreens  which  are  so  popular 
because  they  hold  their  waxy  green  foliage  throughout  the  dormant 
season,  giving  the  lawn  and  garden  an  attractive  aspect. 

Broad-leaved  Evergreens,  like  Azaleas,  Rhododendrons,  Mountain 
Laurel  and  Andromeda  are  not  as  easy  to  obtain  as  trees  and  shrubs 
because  they  are  more  difficult  to  grow  and  transplant.

Nature  has  provided  us  in  the  Azalea  and  Rhododendron  with  a 
plant  which  ranks  with  the  Rose  and  Chrysanthemum  but  gives  us 
a  year  around  decoration  equalled  by  no  other  hardy  shrub. 

The  Azalea  is  a  showy  shrub  of  medium  size.  It  will  turn  uninter¬ 
esting  corners  of  the  home  grounds  into  attractive  cozy  spots  by  bright¬ 
ening  them  with  their  brilliant  colors  and  attractive  foliage.  They 
can  be  used  effectively  in  groups  with  other  broad-leaved  Evergreens 
backed  by  the  conifers.  For  rock  gardens  they  are  exceptionally  at¬ 
tractive.  Many  varieties  are  absolutely  hardy  and  will  withstand 
severe  weather.  The  others  are  less  hardy  and  need  some  protection. 

The  Azalea  runs  through  almost  the  whole  gamut  of  colors  of  the 
spectrum.  The  Miller  list  includes  the  following: 

Azalea  Mollis,  with  its  orange  and  salmon  blooms,  borne  in 
generous  profusion  in  early  Summer.  Also  the  Azalea  amoena,  which 
is  a  Japanese  variety.  This  carries  showy  purple-red  flowers  which 
open  in  April  and  May.  They  are  strikingly  beautiful.

The  European  Mountain-ash 
is  very  popular  and  is  in  exten¬ 
sive  cultivation  in  parks,  ceme¬ 
teries,  gardens  and  has  become 
established  in  many  localities 
throughout  the  Eastern  states. 
It  is  not  as  much  seen  as  the 
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American  Mountain-ash,  although  it  is  a  very  close  relation  to  it. 

Properly  pruned,  it  grows  to  a  very  attractively  shaped  tree.  It 
is  very  hardy  and  grows  to  a  height  of  6  to  25  feet,  according  to  the 
locality. 

The  berries  are  a  bright  red  color  about  the  size  of  peas.  In  Sep¬ 
tember  great  flat  clusters  of  them  appear.  They  hang  on  the  branches 
all  Winter.  The  leaf  stem  in  early  Autumn  often  assumes  a  bright 
red  hue  and  the  trunk  is  dull  brown.  This  tree  is  wonderfully  beauti¬ 
ful  as  a  part  of  the  Winter  landscape.
